Snubbed 


Curzon started his climb up 
the political Indder by slipping 
badly at the first rung. He hao 
been recommended to fight 
South Derby (as a Tory, of 
couTse) by Lord Randolph 
Churchill. among othets. As a 
candidate he was something of 
a disaster. He talked down to 
the voters, mosily mimers, or 
gave than long lectures about 
forelgn affairs. . They hooted 
his pompous phrascology. 

He lost to his Liberal oppo- 
nent, o mere party hack. 

Curzon was surprised and 
hurt when Lord Randolph 
whom he admired and support- 
ed, tartly told him he was 
responsible for his own defeat 
ond that a wiser and wilier op- 
ponent could easily have won 
the seat. 

The idol toppled it onee in” 
Curzon’s estimation, He trans- 
ferred his admiration to the 
Tory lender, Lord Salisbury. 
Salisbury recemmended him to 
the Tory divisional loaders at 
Southport, and, in the General 
Flection —_of 1886, George 
Nathaniel Curzon beeame an MP 
for the first time.

It got him a nod of approval 
from Lord Sallsbury, the most 
powerful patron ip the land. His 
political carcer was launched. 
With his talents, all he had to 
do ‘was wait for preferment. 


A wife 


In the meantime, he locked 
pround for a sultnble mate to 
share the trlumphs which, he 
had ne doubt, were on the way. 
'The wife . he wanted must be 
beautiful but also rich, witty but 
also well-bred, intelligent but 
also feminine. “Give me a girl” 
he wrote abot this time, “that 
knows a woman's place und docs 
rot yearn for trousers.” 

Such was his state of mind at 
the beyinning of the ‘90s when a 
young girl of 26, named Mary 
Victoria = Leiter, came Inte his 
life. It was. on her part, a case 
of love at first sight. 

So far as Curzon was con= 
cerned, it began as no more than 
a casual flirtation. He met her 
at a ball in London and it was 
typical of him that, having dis- 


father 


covered that she was an 

Americnn, immediately wrote off 

to a friend at the Britlsh Em- 

bassy im Washington asking for 
all possible details of her back- 

ground and family. , 

The news he got back was 
that her father was the famous 
Chicago millionaire, Levi Leiter, 
und was. Jn spite of the sound of 
his name, a convert from Dutch 
Calvinism to the Episcopalian 
Church. His daughter hud been 
baptised a Protestant and named 
Mary Victoria after the English 
reyal family. ‘ 

Curzon received — this intelli- 
gence with no qualms at all at 
the beginning, but when more 
sorious intentions began to 
kindle in his mind he began to 
have doubis, He knew his father 
well enough to mow that Lord 
Searsdale would stil] think (he 
Lelters Jowlsh. 

On March 3, 1693, they met 
again, Marj. who svas travelling 
with her father and mother, stole 
away for a rendezvous with 
Curzon and .when she came 
uway Jn the cathy hours of the 
morning, her dearest wish bad 
come true. Curzon had proposed 
and they were engaged to be 
married, 

She left with her parents. 
deliriously happy, and yet 
puzzicd. For, at Curzon’s urgent 
request, the engagement was to 
remain secret. and = she had 
sworn to tell no one, not even 
her father and mother. 

What she did not knew was 
that, for. the moment, Curzon 
was afrald to tell his father. It 
wus not untif 1895, two years 
Inter. that he wrote: 

_’ “Blessed Mary, i hive been 
home and told my father. 
had to make none of the 
apologies or explanations or 
defences that you imagined.

George Nathaniel Curzon was 


thirty-six years old at the time 


and, by now, dn Under-Secre~ 
tary of State in Her Majesty's 
Government. 


£6.000 a year 


So everything was crranged, *- 
Mary hand closeted herself 
with her father ond gone 
into Curzon's financial status In - 
same detail, The old millionaire 
rgreed to provide his new son- 
in-law with an annual stipend of 
£6,000 a year, plus a marringe 
settlement. It was a little less 
than Curzon had hoped for, but 
he wrole to Mary: 

“Of course we will get on 
with swhatever your father © [hs 
generous enough to give us... 
You said Inst summer that to 
do all we wanted to do we 
vught to have £10,000, but I 
have no doubt we can get on 
perfectly well with less." 
Just in time for the wedding, 

Salisbury made him Under- 
Secretary of State for Foresgn 
Affairs and chief spokesman fer 
the Government's foreign policy 
In the House of Commons. 
Curzon was content. He had a 
beautiful wife, an Income, a 
millionaire for father-In-law, and 
the confidence of the Tory Party. 

He settled back to prepare for 
the next phase of his carecr— 
the phase that would, he confl- 
dently believed, take him to the 
highest office. In the land. He 
sealed the first peak not long 
afterwards. In 1898, Lord Salis~ 
bury appointed him Viceroy of 
India. .

And to 
have written under such a litle, 
1 thought, she must be one of 
the few Intelligent carcer women 
who do not indulge in those 
agonising, setf-analyticnl sessions 
which. come under the heading 
of “Where am | golng?
